Everhart’s Ranch Story. 

Everhart’s story of how Sinclair

tor a verdict of acquittal at his 
trial in 1928 on charges of having 
conspired with Fall to defraud the 
Government, 

Fall appeared stronger as he was

Frank Hogan, chief defense 
counsel, called the Court’s atten- 
tion to stories printed yesterday de- 
tailing remarks made on the Sen- 
ate floor regarding the trial.

Each light 
is equipped with a 24-inch para- 
bolic reflector and a convex pris- | 
matic lens which concentrates 85 
per cent of the power in the beam 
and diffuses the remainder. On 
clear nights the beams are said to 
reach from 25 to 50 miles. The 
tower itself is 157 feet high.

More workers now on strike in Southern textile field than ever before: outcome 
important as bearing on future of industry in U. S.; low standards in housing 
and pay caused partly by character of mill hands; employers wield power by _ 
_ paternalism; public opinion slow to arouse; recognition of rights seems on way. 


T THIS writing there are probably 

more workers on strike in the textile 

South (some 10,000) than ever before 
in the 60 years of the History of the in- 
dustry.

It will have been noted how these’ 
thinkers, though approaching the 
world dilemma from different an- 
gies, agree upon the need for a 
clearer understanding and appre- 
ciation of the human spirit. One 
insists upon a greater security in 
the matter of daily bread as fun- 
damental; another turns to the 
study of psychology; another in- 
sists upon a fair consideration of 
the phenomena of psychical _re- 
search in the hope of establishing 
immortality as a fact and thus giv- 
ing a definite meaning to life; an- 
other, being concerned with litera- 
ture, suggests the need for nobler 
patterns of living in our books; an- 
other points out the need of newW 
discipline in society. Croce, the 
great Italian critic, sees in Chris- 
tianity, “the absolute religion. 
which can never be rent from the 
human heart” and which stands for 
that view of human and cosmic re- 
lations which alone can serve what 
he and all the others concede to 
be the greatest need of the world 
—a more humane appreciation of 
the human spirit. Bertrand Rus- 


sell would place his faith in scien- 


tific education, based upon the new 
knowledge obtained through ex- 
perimental psychology. Perhaps, 
in the last. analysis, they are all 
saying much the same thing. 
though expressing themselves 
through different symbolisms. 

In the second section outstand- 
ing men in the various fields of ap- 
plied and theoretical science re- 
veal the possibilities of discovery 
and development in the physical 
world, How rapidly some of these ‘ 
possibilities may de realized is 
shown by Commander Byrd’: 
statement that “the time is not 
far distant when we shall have 


aviation motors that are capable 


of 100 hours of uninterrupted per- 
formance!” Since then the motor 
of the St. Louis Robin has run 421 
hours continuously. In his dis- 
cussion of electrical power, Owen 
D. Young seems to offer a greater 
hope for the near future than most 
of the preceding wsriters; for he 
shows, among other possibilities, 
how the present alarming drift of 
the population cityward may be 
reversed as a result of the diffu- 
sion of power plants and factories 
throughout the land. Aviation, as 
Byrd points out, will undoubtedly 
prove to be an ally of electriea! 
power in the humanizing task of 
distributing our population over 
the land. Just the reversa! of the 
present cityward trend alone would 
probably do more for the human 
izing of our age than all the ab 
stract preaching in the world. 

In a brilliant article, not too dif- 
ficult for us of the laity, Einstein 
explains some of he implications 
of his famous theory and suggests 
how the new conceptions of time 
and space and cause and effect 
may influence the future trend of 
world thought. 

In suggesting what medicine and 
bacteriology may be expected to do 
for the betterment of human life. 
Morris Fishbein and Paul de Kruif 
strike a note of boundless hope. 
But immediately Sir Philip Gibbs. 
considering the possible horrors of 
another war, shows how easily we 
may lose all we have gained, and 
that through the very agencies 
upon which so much hope was 
based in the preceding articles. 
And so we are thrown back, for 
all our pride in the triumphs of 
applied: science, upon the funda- 
mental consideration of the first 
section—the human spirit itself and 
its need for a deeper appreciation 
of its own dignity and worth. Sig- 
nificantly enough the discussion is 
constantly returning to that point. 


As for America’s future, the sub- 
ject of the third section, there is 
considerable difference of opinion. 
Henry Ford, as usual, is not only 
quite hopeful, but certain, thanks 
to the, success of the industrial 
principle with which his name is 
associated. William R. Inge, some- 
times called “the gloomy dean,” is 
not so optimistic, giving reasons for 
his belief that “the end of con- 
sumptionism is probably not far 
otf.” He further believes that the 
Ford doctrine, resulting inevitably 
in the standardization of men, can 
ecarcely be expected to develop a 
finer humanity. H. G. Wells is 
more hopeful. Though he believes

New York Theater Guild at 
the American Theater last night, is 
a slight little comedy which, in the 
hands of Lynn Fontanne, Alfred 
Lunt, Lily Cahill and Douglas 
Montgomery, becomes an altogeth- 
er charming and delightful play. 
perhaps the most charming and 
most delightful offering of the 
stage in many years. Certainly no 
first night audience in St. Louis, 
within the recollection of this re- 
viewer, has been so completely 
captivated and 80 thoroughly en- 
tertained. 

“Caprice,” Sil-Vara’s Vienesse 
comedy, adapted to the English 
speaking stage by Philip Moeller, 
is entirely European in its motif 
and manners the story resting upon 
the quaint, shall we say, attitude 
of the Continent towards illigiti- 
macy, considering it a trifle, a 
minor affair quite likely to happen 
in the best regulated lives. 

Not that the life of Counselor Al- 
bert von Echardt has been entirely 
well regulated. The distinguished 
lawyer of Vienna, played by Mr. 
Lunt, has had many affaifs outside 
of the court room and has, too, in- 
dulged in almost every pastime, 
except marriage. At the moment 
when the play begins he is even 
considering that as a fitting climax 
to two years of something like 
wedded bliss with the brilliant, 
jealous and capricious widow, Iisa 
von Iisen, a role superbly done by 
Miss Fontanne. 

But from out of the lawyer's 
rather hazy past there suddenly 
arrives, in his bachelor home, his 
16-year-old son and his mother—a 
lady who came into Von Echardt's 
life for a moment or two and then 
disappeared completely. 

Naturally, even in Vienna, com- 
plications ensue. A son, to the 
counselor’s fiance is one thing, his 
mother is another matter. Ilsa is 
on her guard at once. More than 
that, she is belligerent, for she sees 
in the mother’s plan to place the 
boy in his father’s home a step- 
ping stone for the woman to find 
a refuge there herself. HShe fights 
for her own, doggedly, skillfully, 
brilliantly. Only once, when the 
youth himself, seeing in her the 
princess of his dreams, makes love 
to her. does she falter. But only for 
an instant. Then she is herself 
again and sure of her ability to 
get what she wants. 

And she gets it, gets Von Echardt 
and the play ends, not as it will 
when it reaches the talking movies, 
heaven forbid, but just as it should, 
life being what is is—in Vienna. 

The dialogue of this little com- 
edy is sparkling, sometimes bril- 
liant but it is the acting of Miss 
Fontanne and Mr. Lunt and Miss 
Cahill as the forgotten mother and 
Mr. Montgomery as the son which 
makes “Caprice” an evening of tre- 
mendous delight.
